*,* This Journal, although anonymous, was presumably kept by 
an officer of the 47th Regiment. It is beautifully and very 
closely written on 126 pp., and is divided into two parts. 
The first is entitled “Campaign in Canada &c. under 
G. Carleton 1776,” and begins on 20 April, 1776, when 
the regiment sailed from Halifax to the relief of Quebec. 
The movements of the regiment are traced from day to day 
down to the retirement into winter quarters in November, 
and minute details are given of all actions, also copies of 
the General Orders, together with a tabulated statement of 
the Rebel Fleet on Lake Champlain commanded by ARNoxp, 
and the English Fleet under Pringle. The second part, 
which comprises pages 26 to 126, is headed “ Campaign 
under Lt.-Gen]. Burgoyne 1777,” and commences on May 8 
when Burgoyne arrived at Quebec, appointed to the com- 
mand of a detachment from the Canadian Army to join 
that of General Howe. The author follows the fortunes 
of the ill-fated expedition day by day with graphic descrip- 
tion down to the final surrender at Saratoga. The General

Ordersare given in full, also the Articles of Convention with 
Gates at Saratoga, 16 Oct. 1777; also tabulated comparative 
returns of both armies, with the returns of killed, wounded, 
prisoners, &c. The Journal, which is in one handwriting 
throughout, appears to be too carefully written to have been 
executed on the field from day to day. It is probable that 
it is a fair copy transcribed from daily notes, and may even 
have been done during the author’s captivity, as the writing 
is evidently contemporary; the binding also is contemporary, 
being half rough sheepskin with marble paper sides. Inside 
the cover is the Bookplate of ‘‘ Little Harewood and Carr 
Hall Lancashire,” but with no name. It has been ascer- 
tained that Carr Hall was formerly the seat of the Clayton 
Family, and that the library from which this volume came 
was broken up about 1868. These facts may help to identify 
the author, and it is possible the Journal itself, from internal 
evidence, may yield a clue to any one well up in the subject.

Attacks 
upon Dickens came out in 1857 in the Edinburgh Review and Saturday 
Review. Dickens answered in Household Words. This was his last answer 
to his critics or defamers.

There is ample room for a contributor who can 
hit its objects and meet its requirements . . . the writer of A Startling 
Confession could do many serviceable and soundly satirical things .. .” 
Nos. 8, 4, 5, refer to articles sent in to Household Words. No. 6 
(1 p.) refers to Mr, Hollingshead’s article describing a ride on a 
locomotive engine. ‘“ A Railway ride from that point of view has never 
been described here. I have had the intention of doing it myself,” &c., &c. 
No. 7 (3 pp.) refers to Mr. Hollingshead’s farce The Birthplace of 
Podgers, in which Mr. J. LL. Toole made such an enormous success. The 
farce was founded upon a real incident, upon the occasion of the author 
earching for and discovering the house in which Chatterton died. The 
letter is extremely interesting, as it deprecates both the idea of the farce 
itself and of the actor’s opportunity in it, both of which were so remarkably 
falsified by the result. ‘* Although there is a very droll (and an original 
idea) in the Farce I doubt if it would do on the stage . . I don’t see 
enough for an actor to ‘make’ in it... as the piece stands a good 
farce-actor would not play the said Cranky . . . I am not giving you this 
opinion as a writer but as an actor. What the farce wants for the stage 
is the throwing a great deal more into Cranky’s hands ... As for 
instance,’ &c., &c. No. 8 (1 p.) refers to an all-night visit to the dome of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral ; No. 9 refers to The Birthplace of Podgers again, 
‘“‘T wish you would put the farce by . . and not try Buckstone now... 
I very much doubt his approving of that stomach-ache,” &c., &c. 
No 10 (1 p.) mentions Dickens’s visit to the Lyceum Theatre to see the 
farce. No. 11 (2 pp.) is respecting his Readings and a sitting for a 
portrait of himself. No, 12 (1 p.) refers to an Entertainment for some 
ladies (signature missing). No. 13 (2 pp.) refers to the same subject. 
No. 14(1 p.) approves of an article On the Canal (London to Birmingham). 
No. 15 (1 p.) refers to a criticism on Dickens. ‘As I have never seen 
the Oracle in question, . . it has not in the least disturbed my equanimity,” 
&c., &e. No 16 (2 pp.), “I have read your article with very great grati- 
fication . . Iam very curious to know how you got on in the Barges. . . 
I have never seen a Barge these four weeks past . . but I have looked for 
you, smoking a pipe at the rudder,” &c. No. 18 (1 p.) refers to the 
starting of All the Year Rownd, is very happy to have Mr. Hollingshead, 
thinks he “ will find all things for the better,” and will send a prospectus 
soon. No. 19 (2 pp.) refers to the question of a yearly engagement, 
*‘ T shall be most willing to make matters easy to your convenience,” &c., 
&e. Nos. 20 and 21, respecting Mr. Hollingshead’s articles in All the 
Year Round. No. 22 (1 p.) is regarding a singular controversy with 
W. Howitt respecting haunted houses. Howitt believed in ghosts, and 
Mr. Hollingshead offered to live in any haunted house which Howitt could 
guarantee to be haunted. No. 23 is on the same matter. “ Here is 
Mr. Howitt’s reply—in the usual strain—the mixture as before,’ &c. 
No. 24 declines taking the chair on a public occasion. No 25 (2 pp.) refers 
to the Haunted House question again. ‘I have rarely met with anything 
so ludicrous as the extracts. They made me laugh until the tears ran 
down my face. . . There has never been such a thing as a ‘controversy’ 
between me and Mr. Howitt. I should as soon think of holding a contro- 
versy with the rhinoceros in the Zoological Gardens relative to his abit 
of knocking that horny nose of his against the wall. Nor do I think it 
worth while to pursue the Haunted Houses when we have no better 
adversaries than these abusive Imbeciles.’’ No. 26 refers to Mr. Hol- 
lingshead’s articles. No. 27.encloses a subscription to the Brough Fund 
from Mr. Forster, and Nos. 28-29 are on the same subject. No. 30 is on 
literary matters. 

The volume contains also 6 Unpublished Autograph Letters by 
W.M. Thackeray. Letter No. 1 refers to the “ Guild of Literature and 
Art,” in which Dickens, Lytton, &c., were interested. “I shall be glad 
if any movement can be made on behalf of the School. But. . the 
movement should begin with the hard-working men,” &c., &c. No. 2 
refers to the starting of Cornhill Magazine and Mr. Hollingshead’s article 
for it; mentions Smith & Elder, &c., kc. No. 3 refers to Mr. Hollingshead’s 
first idea of starting a theatre, &c. The letter is of special interest, as it 
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was Mr. Hollingshead himself who first suggested the idea of building 
ahouse. “ Palace Green, Dec. 10, 1862. I could no more help you with 
the Rothschilds than with the Prime Minister, and in regard of the 
Lubbocks . . my account is so little flourishing that I don’t dare to ask 
favours of them. Don’t build a fine house. I was rich in Onslow Square, 
but I am so poor in Palace Green that I scarcely like to face them at all,” 
&c., &c. No. 4 refers to his Lectures, a conversation respecting which is 
to be “entirely confidential.” No. 5 refers to one of Mr. Hollingshead’s 
articles, intended for Cornhill. No.6 refers to a suggestion that Thackeray 
should write a Roundabout Paper on “ An Old Sedan Chair,” which he 
decides to do some day. 

Also, 26 Autograph Letters addressed to Mr. Hollingshead 
by Chas. J. Mathews (Nov. 27, 1869), respecting his 
Australian Tour and Farewell Benefit at Covent Garden;

As the most serene lord Henry, the 
most Christian King of the French, and the most Illustrious Catharine, 
Queen of France, and Mary of Lorraine, formerly Queen of Sects, from 
certain reasonab!e causes, very greatly desire that a marriage be contracted 
and solemnised between Francis the Dauphin of France and Mary now 
Queen of Scots, their respective most illustrious son and daughter, the 
lord willing, and before it is prcceeded with further, that the impediment 
of the degree of consanguinity, in which the said most illustrious lord 
Francis the Dauphin and Mary now Queen are said to be joined and 
affected, and the origin, derivation and entire circumstance of it may be 
laid open by the examination of witnesses and by other proots which will 
elucidate the said Impediment especially to those whom it concerns, and 
lastly, for a perpetual memorial of the affair, that it may be reduced to 
public documents, and then on that impediment, if any be found, to have 
dispensation from your most reverend lordship for the most illustrious 
Jord, Francis the Dauphin and Mary the Queen. Therefore the said 
Henry the most Christian [King] and the most illustrious Queen mothers, 
in the names of the most illustrious Francis the Dauphin and Mary the 
Queen humbly keseech your most reverend lordship, that acceding to their 
wishes you will deign to comit and order, of your special grace, some 
honest men constituted in ecclesiastical and pontifical dignity that they 
shall take care to examine diligently whatsoever witnesses of either sex or 
of whatever status, order, condition, dignity and excellence they shall be 
whom they shall in any way find necessary and fit for proof of the above- 
said and to enquire into the truth and mere knowledge of the same by fit 
ways and means, and they shall cause the evidences of the said witnesses 
and otherwise the truth and knowledge of such matter to be reduced to 
public documents, and they shall compel the said witnesses, if by favour, 
hatred or fear they with draw, by ecclesiastical pains and other fitting 
remedies of the law, all appeal being disregarded, to bear testimony to the 
truth, notwithstanding apostolic constitutions and ordinances and other 
contrary things whatsover with fit clerks with the same. 

(Granted as requested. A. Cardinal Trivulcio, Legate.) 

And with absolution for the actions (?) for the accomplishment, &c. 
And of the abovesaid commission and mandate, and that a fuller and 
truer specification of all and singular the premisses may be made in writing 
and committed jointly to the reverend fathers in Christ, Laurence Bishop 
of Fermo, nuntio of the (most holy ?) father in Christ and Lord, 
Paul IV pope, with the most Christian King, and to the Bishop of Amiens, 
Councillor of the above said most Christian King and Master of Requests 
of his household. .

This is a book of almost medieval antiquity in its original 
form; there is an edition in Italian of 1484, published at 
Perugia, and it was reprinted more than once. Its first 
appearance in English is uncertain; Lowndes mentions an 
edition of 1672 as occurring at Perry’s sale in 1822; but 
only that copy and three of 1698 are known, of which two, 
including the present, are inlaid, the other inlaid 
copy being defective, while this is absolutely perfect.
